A will ting aid by the genera . 
ment to this important enterprise is pending 
before Congress with good pros of be- 
coming a law at no distant day. ‘The need of 
a direct and anobstructed water communica- 
tion between the Mississippi river and the 
Atlantic ocean has long been felt as a nation 
al necemity. The routes at present existing 
are notoriously inadequate to the wants of 
trade. Besides other grave objections they 
are clowed by ice on an ave age of five months 
in the year; thus causing « serious in- 
terruption to commerce and involving 
heavy losses to the producing sections. The 
yroposed route through Georgia will be free 
rom thease obligations. It is much shorter, 
more direct, and will never be obstructed by 
icé, and being ariver route for much the 
greater portion of the way, will be much 
chea than those where lake navigation 
and long lines of camal are used. For these 
and other obvious rewons the Georgia route 
commends itself to the attention of the com- 
mercial world aud especially to our own 
people, who will be directly benefitted by it. 

Itisa well Known fact, of course, that 
transportation by water is the cheapest 
known to commerce, and it is very confident- 
ly hoped that the roger, 91 this route will 
varn the great bulk of Western trade that 
centers at St. Louis throagh our tetritory to 
our OwD seaports, and thence to foreign 
markets. This will of necessity create a 
large import trade in return. The rapid de- 
velopment of our agricultural, mineral and 
manufacturing interests and resources ‘will 
follow; the tide of emigration will be turned 
toward Georgia, and her increase in wealth 
and population will be far beyond anything 
she has experienced in the past. 

It is very desirable that the preliminary 
surveys made by the government engineers 
should be extended 80 as to determine more 
fully the final location of the line and its 
bearing upon the commercial centers of our 
own State, anc cepecially to determine the 
wasibility of opening some of our connect- 
a streams to free navigation. To this end 
h examination of the country and a 
survey of the rivers should be made at the 
earliest period practicable, and I ¢arnestl 
recommend the subject to your fovorabhe 
consideration.
